SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Color Climax Bestsellers 12 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct. To promote and support this activity deems the publication objectionable 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC 
Act). 

The publication is a full colour pictorial magazine explicitly depicting and describing 
adult male and female sexual activity. The magazine promotes and supports the use 
of urine in association with sexual conduct by presenting it in explicit detail for the 
purpose of reader sexual stimulation, in the photostory entitled “Wet-Sex Workers”. 
The story explicitly depicts, and to a lesser degree describes, two males and a female 
using urine in the course of a sexual encounter. The images and text present the 
participants as relaxed and happy, and the activities as consensual. Included in the 
activities are depictions of the males urinating into the female’s mouth and over her 
naked breasts, one male urinating on the female’s face while she fellates the other, 
and the female urinating while she displays her genitals for the reader and one of the 
males licks her breast. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) as they relate to this publication. Section 3(2) of the 
FVPC Act has been determined to apply to the publication, which is a deeming 
provision which limits the freedom of expression affirmed in si4 of the NZBR Act. This 
limit is prescribed by law and demonstrably justified in the decision. 
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
